The Qur'anic context also 
denotes that, as Musa (p> ull «le) after he brought forth 
those three things, strived for the Pleasure of his Lord.

So the one who repents from his sins and truly believes in 
his Lord and acts righteously then he must strive to 
increase his Faith and to gain the pleasure of ar-Rahman 
by a variety of deeds and by contemplating upon the vast 
creations of Allah and His Names and Attributes. After the 
attainment of these four matters and only after it, Allah will 
forgive you for every righteous action that you bring forth, 
as the means of forgiveness has been _plentifully 
mentioned in the Qur’an and the Sunnah, so ponder, for it 
is essential.
